Dear Mr. Malanick: 


In keeping with General Services Administration's (GSA) mission under the 
Brooks Act (Public Law 89-306) to provide for the most efficient and 
effective utilization of ADP resources, GSA amended Federal Property 
Management Regulation (FPMR) 101-32 in February 1976, to create the Federal 
Software Exchange Program: This program promotes the sharing of computer 
programs and documentation, thereby avoiding the wasteful replication of 
software development. 


Agencies are required to submit abstracts of computer programs to-the 
Federal Software Exchange Center (FSEC) on a continuing basis. To date 

the FSEC has received approximately 450 abstracts, a very small percentage 
of the Federally developed software that is potentially transferable. 
Agencies are also required to make a one-time contribution of the software 
code and documentation within 15 days of a request.from the FSEC. 
Unfortunately, in certain cases, agency operational units have resisted this 
requirement. 


At our request, many agencies have designated a representative to provide 
continuing liaison with GSA for the purpose of implementing and maintaining 
a useful software ‘inventory. However, we would now like to enlist higher 
level support and authoritative coordination to attain the potential 
savings for individual agency activities and the Federal Government. 


We would appreciate your support in stimulating participation in this program 
throughout your agency. A copy of the FPMR containing the policy and 
procedures governing the Software Exchange Program is enclosed for your 
information.
